It did not take long to dispose of the 
remainder of the Ilice collection of postage 
stamps at the sales-rooms of George A. 
Leavitt & Co., at Cliuton Hall, last even- 
lug, nor did many ot the lots bring the 
fancy prices that prevailed on Monday and 
Tuesday evenings Those which did, how­ 
ever, folly compensated the lack of inter­ 
est in the rest by realizing amounts almost 
unprecedented on such occasions. The drat 
87 Iou comprised a pretty extensive col­ 
lection of Atric&n stamps, opening with the 
Angola of 1870, embracing a tail list of the 
essays tor envelopes, designed and en* 
grayed by the Egyptian Government,

St. Helena, Natal, and

can issues. None of them were very an­ 
cient, and few cl them were rare. 
No. 
9C3 to No. 913, inclusive, comprised varie­ 
ties of the Mauritian one-penny stamp of 
1870—a beautitul d sign on red and blue 
paper, with a border bearing crosses at the 
corners and enck lag a spirited vignette.

WAGES OK FABUS. 


A Report by the Agric ult ural Depart 
m ent on th is Subject. 
By Telegram to the New York Tribune. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 7—An interest­ 
ing chapter in the forthcoming report of 
the Commissioner of Agriculture will be 
that relating to the agricultural labor 
question. The Department has been gath­ 
ering information in every county in the 
Union with regard to the rate of wages 
paid to tarm-lati jrers and the average coat 
of living. 
The returns discloses the tact that in all 
quarters of the Union (with the exception 
of Minnesota, California, Colorado, Oregon, 
New Mexico, and Washington Territory) 
the average monthly rate of pay tor farm- 
laborers declined during the year ending 
lust April from 3 to 15 per cent. At the 
same time, the expense of living in the 
majority of Slates declined in equal or 
greater proportion,*90 that the relative con­ 
dition of tha laborer really improved dur­ 
ing the year. 
The average rate of pay in New England 
lor farm-laborers on yearly engagements, 
without board, averages $20.31 per mouth, 
against $22.60 at the beginning of the year 
—a decline ot IO per cent. The average 
cest ot living b?9 fallen from $9 13 to $8 02 
per month,—a decline of more than 13 per 
cent. In the Middle b’vtes the conditions 
were reversed ; the ruling monthly pay ot 
the .'arm-laborer being $19 69,—a decline 
of 7 per cent,—while the average cost of 
livingbad d alined only 4 per cent. In 
New York alone farm-laborers receive 8?4 
per cent lets than they did a year earlier, 
and pay IO per cent Ie i tor their living. 
The South Atlantic States reduced labor 
15 per cent and subsistence 16 per cent, 
and in the Gull States labor fell 5 per cent 
and subsistence only 3 per cen t; the aver­ 
age pay in the former being $11 19, and lo 
the latter $14 80 per month. la the nine 
inland States east of the Mir**~*ippi the 
monthly pay varies from $1550 per month 
south ot the Ohio to $20 90 in the North— 
the rate of decline in wag * be’ug a frac 
lion If s than that of the cost of living 
while lo the six States w^t ot the Mis­ 
sissippi the present average pay for farm 
labor is $23 81 per month,—a slight in­ 
crease over that of a year earlier,—and the 
price of subsistence falls off about 2 Der 
cent. 
West of the Mississippi the increase in 
the rate of wages is chiefly due to the ex­ 
tension of mining operations. 
In this 
region a large number of artisans have 
appropriated public lands and seek to pay 
for their claims by working a part of the 
time at their trades. Quito a number of 
farm-laborers have done likewise, and they 
work part of the time for wages on the 
farms of others. The large immigration 
has enlarged the stock ot labor, but it is to 
a great extent tome .shat inefficient lo 
character. AU who desire work can get it. 
No surplus is reported from any county in 
Colorado, in the two Pacific States the 
average monthly pay of farm-laborers is 
$38 22, against $36 62 ooe year earlier,— 
an increa-e of 4 1j per cent,—while the 
cost of living bets increased fully IS per 
cent. 
In New Mexico, Dakota, 
and 
Washington Territory there is a demand 
tor skilled and unskilled American labor 
at remunerative wages, in Utah laborers 
receive $28 87 per month,—a decline of 7 
per cent during the year—and a surplus ot 
labor is reported. 
lo the New England and Middle States 
there seems to be a surplus of labor in 
certain localities and a deficiency in others, 
which should render the average demand 
about equal to the supply. The general 
rate of pay for skilled labor—shoemakers, 
blacksmiths, 
carpenters, etc.—is slow­ 
ly rising, and is believed to mark the 
return of belter times for the farm-labor­ 
ers. 
A statement of the average rate of wages 
paid to agricultural labor in several coun­ 
tries in Europe will be of interest as 
affording a basis of comparison between

The New York Dally Graphic take! ap 
this subject, and treats it as follows: 
The constant and increasing growth of 
oar export trade since 1873 has been a 
subject of much 
congratulation amoog 
American merchintd, and during the last 
six years no portion of this growth has 
been quite ps rapid as that of farm and 
dairy pre iud", especially butter, cheese 
and eggs. The wnole export trade in this 
direction has, in feet, been built up within 
that peri I since in 1872 it had practically 
no existence. Now the American product 
is not only in great demand In every Eu­ 
ropean market, but the shipmen'* haye 
been so heavy as to break down prices 
abroad and the production has been so great 
that home prices have not,been so low in 
many years. The growth of production in 
the.west has been so great that New York 
farmers who once had a monopoly of the 
business have been almost entirely crowd­ 
ed out Irom a profitable business by Its 
competition. 
At no time within the past fifteen |years 
has the market been so overstocked with 
butter and cheese, and at no time within 
the same purled has the price of these 
staple dairy products so low as at present. 
The sMpmen’s to Europe during the past 
month have been on such an extensive 
scale that I melon, Liverpool, and German 
markets have been materially affected, and 
the prices there are consequently ruling so 
low that thousands of the lower classes 
have been able to enjoy what was hts her" 
totore been a luxury almost beyond their 
reach* The farmers, dairymen, agents, 
ai d others engag J in this great and in­ 
creasing trade on this side of .the ocean 
complain seriously of the condition of the 
market, and pr bet an uuprofi'able season.
